The new legislation also sti- 
pulates that politicians of the 
monarchist era, except those of 
the Nationalist Party and the 
Socialist Party, are banned 
from political activities.

The dissolved party was the 
second-largest party in the 360- 
menber parliament, after the 
ruling Egyptian Arab Socialist 
Party, which commands 305 vo- 
tes. 

■ The New Wafd had 26 seats 
hi the single hou«a parliament, 
but five of its deputies resign- 
ed from the party last week and 
another was recently dismissed 
from parliament following a 
heated debate mi food supplies 
in which be shouted “down 
with Sadat.”' 

With the dissolution of the 
New Wafd Party, two opposi- 
tion groups remain active: the 
Liberal Socialist Party with 
eight seats in the parliament 
and the leftist Unionist Progre- 
ssive Party with three seats. 

Deputies of the New Wafd 
are expected to act as Inde- 
pendents. 

There was no official reac- 
tion to the disbandment of the 
New Wafd, but the semi-offi- 
cial daily A1 Ahraxn said : "The 
New Wafd Party has linked its 
destiny with one or more per- 
sons whom the people have de- 
cided against participating in 
political life.” 

The newspaper added : "Po- 
litical parties are not a place 
for worshipping idols or com- 
memorating certain figures.”

AMMAN, June 3 (JNA). — His Majesty King Hussein presided at a meeting of the adminis- 
trative governors at the Ministry of Interior this morning, attended by Premier Mudar 
Badran, Chief of the Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf and Minister of Interior 
Suleiman Arar, during which the delivery of public services in the governorates and dis- 
tricts was reviewed, together with progress on development schemes.

A review was also made of progress of- public services in each govemorata, as the King 
listfen e d to reports from the administ rative governors, At the end of the meeting the King 
called on the governors to deal with issues in their districts “in a spirit of belief in the famwm 
being in the citizen, and with love and confidence". His Majesty also called for involving 
citizens in development work. 

The King wanted a study to emphasise decentralisation principles in local government 
and enable the administrative governors to exercise greater power consonant with the duties 
of productive work and speedy achievemen t . 


Eritrean battles expected soon 


KHARTOUM, June 3 (R). — 
Ethiopia plans to mount an of- 
fensive In its rebellious north- 
ern province of Eritrea soon 
but there is no evidence that 
Cubans will play a frontline ro- 
le, a spokesman for the Tigray 
People's Liberation Front (TP- 
LF) said here. 

Tigray Province adjoins Eri- 
trea and the TPLF is aided to 
the rebels who now control 
most of Eritrea outside the ma- 
jor towns. 

Its spokesman said Ethiopian 
Head of State LL-CoL Mengis- 
tu Haile Mariam toured strong- 
holds in Eritrea and Tigray last 
week and this week to rally 
his troops; for the offensive. 

There are now some 400 to 
500 Qiban and Russian advisers 
and trainers at base camps in 
Tigray, the spokesman, added, 
but there is no indication that 


they will fight alongside the 
Ethiopians as Cuban troops did 
earlier this year in the Ogadetn 
campaign. 

The Eritrea campaign was to 
have commenced on May 19, 
according to the TPLF, which 
claims to have captured Ethio- 
pian documents to this effort.

Fateh claims, Carter 
raps Jerusalem blast 

BEIRUT, June 3 (AP). — Yasser Arafat’s Fateh guerrilla group 
has claimed responsibility for Jerusalem bus explosion that 
killed six persons and wounded more than 29. 

“A six-kilogram heavy explosive charge planted by our 
fighters on bus number 12 exploded at noon Friday, trifling 
more than six Zionists and injurin g about 41 others;” a Fateh 
spokesman said in a telephone statement. 

The spokesman “ an underground squad wiring inside 
occupied Palestine planted the charge in the bus Friday mor- 
ning on instructions from the supreme command of the guer- 
rilla move ment The squad returned safely to base as Israeli 
enemy policemen, lannriiaff & search campaign throughout Je- 
rusalem for them,” he said. 

Israeli authorities today said four injured persons remain- 
ed in serious condition. 

A police spokeswoman said a number of suspects in the 
bombing had been detained, but would not give details. Israeli 
police do not discuss ongoing investigations, the spokeswoman 


In Washington, President Carter today denounced the 
bomb blast. 

Mr. Carter said in a statement: “The killing and maiming 
of innocent people advances no cause and serves no meaningful 
purpose. 

“Every such act of calculated cruelty places new obstacles 
hi the way of those who seek peace, while strengthening the 
hand of those who feed on conflict. “The United States de- 
nounces this latest example of terrorism and extends its sym- 
pathy to the victims and their families.” 


Western powers prepare for meet 


PARIS, June 3 (R). — Five ma- 
jor Western powers meet here 
on Monday to discuss how to 
cope with growing Soviet and 
Cuban intervention in Africa. 

Ostensibly the meeting, bet- 
ween senior officials from Fra- 
nce, the United States, Britain, 
West Germany and Belgiian, is 
about Africa’s development pr- 
oblems in general and the cha- 
otic economy of beleaguered 
Zaire in particular. 

But France, the driving force 
behind the five-power session, 
makes it no secret that the real 
issue is now to ensure the se- 
curity of Zaire and other pro- 
Western states in black Africa 
threatened by outside aggres- 
sion. 

For the French, the problems 
of economic development and 


security are inextricably link 
ed and must be dealt with to- 


France has a heaviest milita- 
ry commitment in black Africa 
than any other Western state, 
with more than 12,000 elite tr- 
oops stationed in a dozen cou- 
ntries- 

But the French, whose forces 
are battling rebels in Chad and 
Mauritania and resisting insur- 
gents in southern Zaire, want 
the Africans to organise their 
own defence force. This is ex- 
pected to be a major topic at 
Monday’s meeting. 

Morocco has already seat so- 
me troops to Zaire to bolster 
security as the spearhead of a 
pan-African force. Senegal is 
shortly expected to follow suit 

But while the French have a 


clear idea about their alms for 
fixe meeting, this does not ap- 
pear to be true of some of their 
partners, notably the . United 
States. 

The United States is sending 
a powerful delegation headed 
by the State Department’s lu- 
mber three official, David New- 
som. He is Under-secretary of 
State for Political Affairs and 
an expert on African problems. 

The Americana appear to ex- 
pect the meeting to concentra- 
te mainly on economic and te- 
chnical aid for Zaire in prepa- 
ration for a higher level ses- 
sion in Brussels on June 13 and 
14. 

But U.S, officials here said 
their delegation would also be 
prepared to discuss security 
problems, although It was not

Palestinian official

Will Mr. Begin now 
invade Jerusalem? 

It is noteworthy - - and rather a dilemma for the 
Israeli leadership under Premier Menachem Begin - - 
that the bomb explosion in a bus in occupied Jerusalem 
this week comes just when the Israelis are to pull out 
the last of their 25,000 invasion force in south 
Lebanon. Noteworthy, we suggest , because the Israeli 
invasion had the stated aim of stopping Palestinian 
resistance activity from Lebanese territory, on the 
pathetic Israeli assumption that the Palestinians 
would disappear if only south Lebanon were pacified, 
and that assumption has been rather emphatically 
blown to shreds. Mr. Begin has the choice now of 
sending his 25,000 invasion-hardened soldiers to 
occupy Jerusalem, or as is very likely, to intensify 
the already harsh occupation and Israeli military 
presence in the West Bazik and Gaza. But Mr. Begin 
should wander back into history, into his violent 
years between 1930 and 1948, and he should 
remember that the more occupying forces that are 
stationed in Arab territory, the more available targets 
one then has to cany out a violent resistance 
campaign. 

The Israeli leadership is caught in the explosions 
of its own contradictions, and no matter how many 
times a Western leader condemns the killing of 
“innocent” civilians, the overwhelming lessons of the 
past five thousand years of history teach us that 
occupation begets resistance, and longer occupation 
begets more violent resistance. It happened -.hr 3he ~ 
United States itself, with the rather less- .bloody.. 
Boston Tea Party, for example, as it happened in 
Europe under the Nazi occupation, as it is happening 
today over and over throughout occupied Palestine. 
The way to end the violence is to end the occupation; 
there are no other choices available to' rational men 
and women. There simply are no other choices at all. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 
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AL RAT Saturday referred to Israeli press reports, quoting 
officials in Washington, that the United States is now carrying 
out a study for setting up a military alliance with Israel through 
which the latter would join the NATO membership.

Israel has always been given 
as much importance by the U.S. as all the NATO countries put 
together.

AMMAN, June 3 — Haji Gfa- 
ulam Farid Sabri and Troupe, 
currently visiting Jordan, are 
the most famous and renown- 
ed of Pakistan. 

The songs the troupe per- 
forms, or “qawwalis," need no 
introduction to Arabs because 
this form of religious and devo- 
tional singing has its roots in 
Arabia. Qawwali derives its na- 
me from the word ‘qawT (an 
utterance about God, the Pro- 
phet, or Ali) and its origins 
lie in the chanting of songs 
and sonnets in praise of Islam 
and the Prophet. 

During its week-long stay 
the troupe is going to perform 
qawwalis at various places in 
and around Amman. On Thur- 
sday they performed at Zartja 
where about 500 spectators 
both Pakistani and Jordanians 
-- sat out in the open and 
enjoyed the atmosphere of 
the music. 

In the early days of the gr- 
eat Muslim conquests, the qa- 
wwals were wandering minst- 
rels who travelled across the 
region where Islam had been 
accepted. Throughout the Mu- 
slim world -- from Morocco 
to Indonesia - - some form of 
qawwali has existed down the 
centuries. 

Each region has adapted 
the baste rhythmic, repetitive 
form of singing to fits own mu- 
sical tradition. This form of 
singing is as well known in the 
Middle East as in the Maghreb. 
(Northwest Africa). In Turkey 
the famous whirling dervish 
dances of Konya have evol- 
ved from the same base and 
Iran has. deeply influenced th- 
is form of music through its

stical poetry. 

The repertoire of qawwali 
has grown from the purely re- 
lious “na’at” and “kaJam” 
(words in praise of God and 
Prophet) to cover devotional 
poems and sonnets in praise of 
outstanding Muslim figures. A 
contribution to qawwali by 
Amir Khusro (a celebrated de- 
vout Muslim) was the rende- 
ring of qawwalis in the region- 
al language of the Punjab, th- 
us giving it a folk heritage th- 
at brought qawwali down from 
the Moguls to the common 

man 

Over Die years the basic pa- 
ttern of qawwali has remained 
the same as conceived by Am- 
ir Khusro, but it has contin- 
ued to adapt to modern tas- 
tes and refinements have be- 
en introduced, notably in the 
adoption of ‘ghazliat’ (songs 
of praise). Thus a typical qaw- 
wali performance today would 
begin with na'ats followed by 
poems In qawwali style desc- 
ribing, for example, the epic 
of Karbala,' some Sufi poems 
(rendered in Persian), and en- 
ds in a lighter vein with gha- 
zals from the great Urdu po- 
ets like Ghalib. 

The qawwali players are st- 
ory tellers of folk and class- 
ical music. There are cross 
rhythms from the “tabla" or 
drum (which is tuned with a 
golden hammer), and mucus 
chanting rendered with marve- 
llous timing and imperious th- 
eatrical gesture 

Ghularn Farid's qawwals ha- 


ve also adapted some Arabic 
and Turqish songs in qawwali 
style. 

Chiefs of the family troupe 
are Haji Gtaulam Farid and 
his brother Maqbool Ahmad 
Sabri -- artists who are look- 
ed on with great devotion. The 
Sabri troupe includes two br- 
others singing and playing a 
form of harmonium, two an- 
cillary singers and five instru- 
mentalists -- percussion and 
a tamboura. The music also 
relies heavily on dapping, and 
the whole troupe pitches in 
on the choruses. 

While performing, the group 
dresses up in their national 
dress which is loose white pa- 
nts with a knee-length black 
tunic which is called "sher- 
wani/. The performers feel at 
ease when they spread them- 
selves out and sit on. the flo- 
or cross-legged. 

The singers chant the ver- 
ses, improvising freely in res- 
ponse to the audience’s mood 
tty bringing in other poems or 
translating non-Urdu poems 
into Urdu or lapsing into wo- 
rldless ecstasy. 

In the choruses, the whole 
troupe erupts in a flurry of 
percussion beats and sing in g 
jn earthy unison which Invaria- 
bly drives members of the au- 
dience to run up to the stage 
and hurl paper money at the 
performers It is also a sign 
of encouragement for the sin- 
gers. 

They have had two resoundin- 
gly successful tours of the USA 
with a full bouse performance 


at Carnegie Hall. They have 
had highly successful teas of 
the Middle East, the Gulf St- 
ates, Britain, Malaysia and 
East Africa. They also took 
India by storm where vast au- 
diences flocked around them 
to witness the qawwalis wh- 
ich they had only beared on 
Radio Pakistan until then. 

In Jordan too, many are al- 
ready enchanted by their ma- 
gic which comes through the 
qawwalis. 

On Friday there was a spe- 
cial performance at Pakistani 
A mb assador Mr. Shabaiyar 
Khan’s residence where His 
Highness Prince Hassan and 
Her Highness Princess Sanv- 
ath were present along with 
foreign diplomats and Jordani- 
an dignitaries. The show was 
a great success and lasted for 
about 6 hours. The troupe is 
here at the invitation of Mr. 
Khan. 

They are also scheduled to 
perform at the Jordan Theat- 
re on Jabal Luweibdeh today, 
mainly for Jordanians and fo- 
reigners. The performance is 
being sponsored by Jordanian 
alumni of universities in Pak- 
istan. 

In Pakistan today qawwali 
has emerged as one of the 
major forms of musical enter- 
tainment, marked by audience 
participation and its conseque- 
nt emotional sublimation to 
the rythmjc performance of 
the qawwali.

Two experts speak out on women’s positions in U.S., rural Third

Women in the U.S. worse off now than 
the last generation ? 


AMMAN, June 2 — Women 
in the United States are now 
actually worse off relative to 
men than they were 3Q; years 
ago. And yet this does not 
stop men from feeling that 
they are now being discrimin- 
ated against. 

This is one rather startling 
fact about the women’s mov- 
ement in the U.S. which Ms. 
Judith Stiehm, a political sci- 
entist from the University of 
Southern California, chose to 
focus on during a talk "which 
she gave to some of - the de- 
legates of the current Region- 


al Conference for Arab Wo- 
men. 

According to Ms. Stiehm, 
women in the U.S. now earn 
on average 58 per cent of wh- 
at men earn- She compares 
this figure with that of ano- 
ther ‘^mder-priviLU^ed’’ group: 
the blacks. Black men in the 
U.S. earn on average 75 per 
cent of what white men earn. 

Ms. Stiehm believes that the 
reason women as a group are 
more discriminated against 
than black men - - despite 
belief to the contrary ■- is 
at least in part because wo- 


men are not a minority. 

More than half the Ameri- 
can women who could work, 
now do work, she said. More 
than half the women, even, 
those who have children, wo- 
rk outside the home. It is pos- 
sible, Ms. Stiehm suggested, 
to give full equality to a raci- 
al minority composing ten per 
cent of the population without 
attacking your own interests 
too fundamentally. But when 
it comes to doing die same for 
a group that forms half the 
population, it is different ma- 
tter. 

Men have begun to feel dis- 
criminated against, Ms. Stie- 
hm believes, not because they 
really are often enough, but 
because they suffer '‘relative 
deprivation” compared to the- 
ir fathers or brothers. They 


have lost some of the male’s 
traditional superiority over 
women. 

The implication perhaps is 
that women have not paid su- 
fficient attention to the pote- 
ntial male backlash against 
their movement. 

Ms. Stiehm also draws att- 
ention to the contradiction 
that can often exists betwe- 
en the private and the public 
roles of the "successful wom- 
an.” For a start, a survey of 
successful American women 
has apparently shown that mo- 
st of them claim their male 
partners to be more success- 
ful than they are -- which 
perhaps suggests that in the- 
ir private lives, even success- 
ful women seek out males wh- 
om they can look up to.

April’s Academy Awards: A first hand report

DAMASCUS — What really 
happened at the Arab-Ameri- 
can ralfey in support of Vanes- 
sa Redgrave during the Aca- 
demy Awards in Hollywood 
last April? 

One person who knows is 
an actual participant, Mah- 
moud Ibrahim, a Fulbright Fel- 
low doing scholarly research in 
Cairo. 

"Contrary to press Reports, 
the Arabs were not involved in 
any of the arrests or the con- 
frontation with the police,” 
he said during a brief trip to 
Damascus to study early Is- 
lamic documents. 

Mr. Ibrahim is one of the 


superlative examples of Pales- 
tinians who have made it good 
in the States. His parents lived 
in the village of Gimzo in the 
vicinity of Rami eh; he was bom 
in December 3948 in Aqbat 
Jaber near Jericho shortly af- 
ter the Palestinian hejira. 

In 1966, the Ibrahim, family 
arrived in the Bronx, N.Y., 
where 17-year-old Mahmoud 
taught himself English by at- 
tending movies daily. Seven 
years later, he had earned him- 
self an academic scholarship 
to the prestigious University of 
California at Los Angeles (UC- 
LA). He served as president of 
the Arab Students’ Association 
of UCLA in 1973-75 and it was 
in this capacity that this re- 
porter -- also a graduate stu- 
dent -- met him.

Last October, Ibrahim trav- 
eled to Egypt to research mat- 
erials for his doctoral disser- 
tation, entitled “Muawiya Ibn 
Abi Sufyan - - A Study in Arab 
History." 

‘T arrived in Cairo at a very 
historical period,” he comment 
ted. *1 witnessed President Sa- 
dat's trip to Jerusalem and the 
reciprocal trip back by the 
Israelis. 

"A few weeks latex, I trav- 
elled to Tunis and unexpected- 
ly became an eyewitness to 
the general strike that evolv- 
ed into a bloody uprising.” 

Poor mail service forced Mr. 
Ibrahim to make an impromp- 
tu return to the States itr late 
March. Once his missing mail 
was taken care of, he agreed 
to speak about his experiences 
in Cairo and Tunis to a Palesti- 
nlan-Arab fund-raising dinner 
in Los Angeles. 

It was at that meeting that 
I learnt Arab- Americans plan- 
ned to march at the Academy 
Awards in behalf of Vanessa," 
he said. 

“A campaign had been go- 
ing on for weeks by the Jewish 
Defence League (JDL) and 
American Zionist groups to 
pressure the Academy Awards 
nominating committee to with- 
draw Ms. Redgrave's name be- 
cause she had narrated the 
documentary film The Pales- 
tinians.” 

'The night before the Aca- 
demy Awards, there was a 
private screening of The Pal- 
4 esttaians for the Arab-Americ- 
3 an Fund - ~ it . raised; : $12,000. 
Vanessa attended. 

"Try to imagine the next 
night - - the Academy Awards 
- - at the Los Angeles Music 
Centre. Kleig lights, limousin- 
es, the top film stars arriving 
dressed to the teeth for the 
festivities. We Arabs -- about 
250 of us -- wore kafiehs and 
carried posters. 

The stars stepped out of 
their limousines to be intervi- 
ewed by the press and in the 
background there were 250 of 
us kafieh-wearing marchers 
chanting Tree, Free Palesti- 
ne,’ and waving signs that 
read: 

“We Love Vanessa,” 

"We support the PLO," 

“Zionism Is Racism.” 

“What the police hadn’t ex- 
pected was about 15 members 
of the American Nazi Party in 


addition to more than 50 mem- 
bers of the JDL. 

"The Los Angeles press om- 
itted this very important fact: 
the JDL and the American 
Nazi Party were pitted toge- 
ther to protest Vanessa Red- 
grave. Granted, the Nazis were 
protesting her anti-Nazi role in 
the movie Julia, the JDL was 
protesting her narration of the 
documentary The Palestinians, 
nevertheless, they shared a co- 
mmon objective. 

The Los Angeles police 
patiently tried to abort any 
confrontations by separating 
the Arabs, the JDL and the 
Nazis Into three groups. Sud- 
denly, the JDL and the Nazis 
broke through their protective 
circles of police. 

“We Arabs simply sat back 
and watched the JDL and the 
Nazis go at it. 

“Several people were arres- 
ted, many more -- including a 
policeman -- were injured, but 
regardless of press reports, the 
only people involved in the 
brouhaha were the JDL and 
the American Nans. 

“In the meantime, the loud- 
speaker announced what was 
going on inside the Music Ce- 
ntre. When we heard Vanessa 
had received the award for 
best supporting actress, we st- 
arted dancing the debke and 
singing Balajly.” 

A small, attractive woman 
beside Ibrahim at the pro- 
Vanessa raliey was his fiance, 
Nancy: JHalpern, a UCLA co-ed 
of Jewish parentage! The two 
have organised a, group in So- 
uthern 1, California ' under the 
name of JAAZ, Jews and Ar- 
abs Against Zionism. 

"So, far, membership of 
JAAZ is about 15 people in 
Los Angeles,” Ibrahim said. 
“Our best known member is 
the movement singer Ruthie 
Gorton. We hope to soon have 
chapters in New York and 
New Jersey.” 

No doubt the organising for- 
ce behind the East Coast chap- 
ters will be Ibrahim’s mother 
who founded a Red Crescent 
Society in the Bronx. She also 
teaches three classes in Ara- 
bic language, history and lite- 
rature to Palestinian children 
in New Jersey. 

“Pretty good,” smiled Ibra- 
him, “for an Arab lady who 
only finished the sixth grade 
hi Palestine.” 


aia that put on the leaders of 
the women’s movement.

She also suggests that wo- 
men campaigners have not be- 
en sufficiently sympathetic to 
the roan’s actual* role. She cla- 
ims, for instance, that the fe- 
male in fact often has a grea- 
ter choice of roles than the 
man -- even if those roles 
may not be the socially pre- 
ferred ones. There are enor- 
mous social pressures, for ins- 
tance against a man opting 
to be just a house husband, 
she said. 

Women often forget that 
the man is not only “liberat- 
ed”, but also burdened with 
responsibilities for a family. 
His job may be desirable but 
it is also probably more ardu- 
ous tban most women give him 
credit for. 


Arab women's 
meet resumes 
debate on plan 
of action 

AMMAN, June 3 (JNA). — 
The Regional Conference 
for Arab Women today re- 
sinned its meeting at the 
Amman Chamber of Indus- 
try building. 

The fifth chapter of the 
proposed plan for integra- 
tion of women in the deve- 
lopment pertaining to the

Rural men, not women, 
to blame for population 
explosion in 
Third World? 

While Ms. Stiehm has been 
concerned with successful wo- 
men in a so-called developed 
country, Ms. Perdita Huston, 
a journalist and writer who 
is also attending the confere- 
nce been concentrating on 
the other end of the scale. She 
has written two books based 
on conversations with rural 
women - - most of them illite- 
rate and poor - - from the th- 
ird World. 

She told the Jordan Times 
that planners have been mak- 
ing a big mistake by, assum- 
ing somehow that women are 
to blame for the population 
explosion. 

Ms. Huston has found that 
rural women tend to be aware 
of the fact that they need fe- 
wer children nowadays, because 
fewer die. They often emph- 


asised to her that they wa- 
nted “quality" rather than 
“quantity” in their families. 

The main reason that wom- 
en gave Ms. Huston for hav- 
ing large families was that 
their husbands insisted on it- 
The reason behind this appea- 
red to be the man’s desire to 
demonstrate his virility. 

The conclusion which Ms. 
Huston draws is that to be ef- 
fective, family planning cam- 
paigns must be aimed at the 
couple, rather than just die 
woman. If anything, it k pe^ 
haps more important to chan- 
ge the attitudes of the male 
since he is the one who wields 
the power. 

Ms. Huston went 0,1 to po- 
int out that it is short sighted 
to give most training opportu- 
nity to men rather than wo- 
men. After all. she says, it Is 
the women who Co 80 per cent 
of the world's agricultural 
work. Why are they so rarely 
taught how to drive a tractor? 

Women's education is cruc- 
ial, Ms. Huston believes, beca- 
use it is the women who teach 
the next generation. 

At the same the nor- 


mal priorities for education am 
perhaps wrong. Ms. Huston 
asked her rural ladles what 
they would .like to ten If th- 
ey had the chance. “Very se- 
ldom did a real women say: 
I want to read". The things 
they stressed, Ms. Huston sa- 
id, were the "survival skills", 
like nutrition, agriculture or 
child care; 

Ms. Huston’s findings mi- 
ght adjust the romantic pic- 
ture of the traditional rural of 
life. It was true, she said, that 
most of the women felt that 
their lives were more difficult 
than their mothers' had been. 
And this was mainly because 
of the problems of dealing 
with cash. 

At the same time; when 
poor and illiterate women we- 
re asked whether they would 
have prefered to be born men, 
Ms. Huston said that nearly all 
declared without hesitation : 
“Yes". 

This was not. however, the 
case with those who had had 
a bit of training and educati- 
on. Ms. Huston found that 
those people were glad to be 
women. 


Much of the tension betwe- 
en married partners purported- 
ly began when the man start- 
ed going outside the home to 
work. Women often complain 
that this left them stranded 
in the house and unfulfilled, 
but Ms. Stiehm points out 
that no research has been do- 
ne into the effect that this 
divorce of work from the ho- 
me had upon the man’s feel- 
ings as a member of the fam- 
ily. It may be that he too has 
been deprived in some impor- ' 
tant way. 

While Ms. Stiehm, refuses 
to be drawn into pinpointing 
the moral of ail this for a co- 
untry like Jordan, size does 
bint that the women’s move- 
ment has a crucial part to pl- 
ay in development. Drawing 
on the history of the black 
movement in the UJ5., Ms. Sti- 
ehm points' out that the way 
out of the poverty trap is not 
so much by educating the miff 
to a stage where he can earn 
a middle class salary, as by

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"It’s not a war. It’s just foot- 
ball',” said ream chief Abdel 
Majid Chetali after his team 
of near unknowns eclipsed 
Mexico to become the first 
African qualifier to win a 
match - in a World Cup final 
series. 

The Mexican players, who 
tossed sombreros and paper 
Sags to their fans before the 
match, carried Argentine flags 
onto the field. Mr. Chetali 
turned down an offer by the 
organisers to do the same and 
chose instead to send his 
men on with flowers. 

The Tunisian team chief ex- 
plained his view over a quiet 
drink in the team’s hotel as 
Argentine fans celebrated their 
team's victory the same night 

Expected to win nothing 

Mr. Chetali, who captained 
Tunisia during the 1960's, tak- 
es .a relaxed view of the Wor- 
ld Cup finals. He had said he 
expected Tunisia to win noth- 
ing, yet with one series of ma- 
tches completed in Group 
Two, his side is ahead of de- 
fending champions West Ger- 
many in the points tables 

“If the Germans and Poles 
let us play like we did against 
Mexico we’ll be in the second 
round. Tunisa could beat Po- 
land 1-0, 3-0 or 4-0." Chetali 
told a press conference with 
impish bravado after the game. 

But he knows the odds are 
stacked overwhelmingly against 
him 

He hopes for a draw against 
the Poles, but wants his team 
to go on playing the adventur- 
ous brand pf football which 
won the admiration and sup- 
port of the local crowd. 

Not that Mr. Chetali believes 
that the high ideals of pure 
sports m anship are always en- 
ough^ His players collected ab- 
out six nfiUtoh dinars ($35,000 
each) for qualifying for the fin- 
als, and Mr. Chetali - - a man 
who will pocket $10,000 a mon- 
th managing a Saudi Arabian 
side after the World Cup 
reckons money is a fair incen- 
tive. 

Players in Tunisia might te- 
chnically be amateurs, but the 
national team has a wealthy 
sponsor and players find the 
time and the support to train

twice a day, five days a week. 

Tunisia beat Mexico because 
they refused to give in after 
conceding an unlucky penalty 
goal virtually on the stroke of 
half time. “The whole world 
is watching you, go out and 
play,” Chetali told them in the 
interval. They bounced back 
in the second half with three 
goals -- two of them scored 
by full backs Ali Kaabi and 
Moktar Dhouib. 

The other scorer was Nejib 
Gommidh who galvanised the 
team from midfield along with 
team captain Temime Lahzami, 
the outstanding player of the 
match. Temime and Gommidh 
scampered through the Mexi- 
can defence and their fleet- 
footed raids prompted the rest 
ot the team to chance their 
luck. 

“We won, we scored three 
goals, and everyone is satis- 
fied,” Chetali said. 

Chetali teamed the rudiment* 
of football management at the 
sports college in Cologne from 
leading West German coach 
Hermes Weisweiler, who was 
at the match yesterday. 

Tunisia and football 

Tunisia and football are not 
exactly synonymous, and Che- 
tali happily tells how English 
league dub Sheffield United 
were invited to play against 
his dub Sousse two years ago. 
The match was to celebrate 
'Sousse’s 50th anniversary. 
Chetali says the English dub 
got m touch beforehand to ask 
if they really played football 1 . 
The T unisians did , and .won 
4-1. 

Mr. Chetali plans to bring in 
Khaled Gasmi as sweeper or 
centre bade against Poland on 
Tuesday.

A good declarer will guess 
right more often than not. 
An expert declarer will da 
everything he can to avoid 
facing a guess. 

We are not enthralled 
with the auction. To our 
mind North has, at best, a 
doubtful opening bid. We 
sympathize with South. He 
had an awkward response to 
make, and two no trump 
was a practical solution to 
a difficult problem. 

West led his fourth-best 
heart. East won the ace and 
shifted to a spade. That sug- 
gested strongly that he had 
no more hearts, for it had to 
be better to continue part- 
ner’s suit than shift to a 
suit in which dummy held 
two honors. 

Declarer took the spade 
finesse and. when it held, he 


appeared to have nine 
tricks— six diamonds, two 
spades and a heart. How- 
ever when he led a diamond 
to dummy and East dis- 
carded a heart, declarer 
was back to eight tricks. 
It seemed that he would 
have to guess the club situa- 
tion to make his contract, 
but he found a pretty good 
way out of that dilemma. 

Declarer won the queen 
and ace of diamonds, crossed 
to the ace of spades and then 
continued with king of dia- 
monds and another, discard- 
ing a heart from dummy and 
conceding a trick to East. 
Down to nothing but black 
cards. East had to present a 
trick to dummy in whichever 
black suit he returned. That 
would be declarer’s ninth 
trick, since the king of 
hearts would furnish an 
entry to the long diamonds. 

Note thqt it was essential 
for declarer to get the ace 
of spades out of the way. 
Otherwise East could simply 
have exited with a spade 
and left declarer with a club 
guess. Also, observe that 
East could have defeated the 
contract. 

There was little future in 
the spade suit. Even if West 
held the ace, declarer had 
two stoppers in the suit. It 
would have been more 
profitable for East to shift 
to clubs at trick two. That 
way the defenders would 
have been assured of three 
club trieks, a heart and a 
diamond. East needed only 
to find his partner with an 
appropriate club holding, 
either Q-10-x, Q-x-x-x. or 
five low clubs, for that de- 
fense to succeed.

Officially, however, police were silent on leads in the 
attack that also took the life of the embassy chauffeur when 
three men pumped nine bullets into the ambassador's car 
Friday at a Madrid intersection. 

Turkish diplomats said the bodies of the wife of Ambassa- 
dor Zeki Kunneralp and her brother probably would be flown 
back to Turkey Monday for burial. Officials said it still was 
uncertain if the ambassador would accompany the bodies on 
the flight 


Carter’s sister cancels 
evangelistic appearance 


NEW YORK, June 3 (AP). 
— U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter's evangelist sister, Ruth 
Carter Stapleton, says God’s 
will, not threats against her 
life or her brother’s wishes, 
have led to cancellation of a 
scheduled appearance before a 
group that tires to convert 
Jews to Christianity. 

At a news conference yes- 
terday, Mrs. Stapleton said 
her brother was the first to 
tell her about the controversy 
surrounding her scheduled spe- 
ech before B'nai Yeshua -- 
Hebrew for Children of Je3us 
--in Stony Brook, New York, 
on June 8. 

“I asked him, 'Jimmy, 


what must I do?* and he said, 
Tve never told you before 
what to do - - and I'm not go- 
ing to tell you now,'” Mrs. 
Stapleton recalled. 

The appearance, which was 
announced two weeks ago, ca- 
used a furor among Jews who 
object to evangelism aimed at 
them. 

After prayer and meditation, 
Mrs. Stapleton, who said her 
life had been threatened be- 
cause of her scheduled appe- 
arance, decided that the fric- 
tion that would result from 
her appearance was inconsis- 
tent with her “ministry of in- 
ner feeling."

DACCA. June 3 (R). — The 
leader of an Islamic delegation 
has accused Burma of Nazi- 
like practices against Muslims 
who have fled in thousands ac- 
ross the jungle border seeking 
refugee in Bangladesh. 

The Assistant Secretary 
General of the Jeddah-based 
Islamic Conference, Mr. Kasem 
Zahiri, told a press conference 
yesterday that Burma had de- 
nied entry to his delegation to 
investigate the refugee prob- 
lem. 

Mr. Zahiri, who had just re- 
turned from a visit to the re- 
fugee camps in southern Bang- 
ladesh, described the Burmese 
action against the refugees as 
"akin to Nazi practices.’' 

He alleged that Muslim wo- 
men had been raped, their par- 
ents murdered and property 
confiscated in a deliberate ca- 
mpaign by the Burmese au- 
thorities to drive them out of 
their homes. 

More than 160,000 refugees 
have already crossed into Ba- 
ngladesh from Bufnna, but the 
Rangoon government maintains 
that they are illegal immigrants 
fleeing an official census, 

A Burmese government spo- 
kesman said earlier his coun- 
try regarded the problem as a 


Zaire resumes 
copper-mining 
in Kolwezi 


KINSHASA, June 3 (R). — 
Zaire said today it bad re- 
sumed copper-mining in the 
key southern town of Kolwezi 
and had exceeded proAxctton 
levels achieved before last 
month’s rebel Insurgency the- 
re. 

The official mo rning news- 
paper Salongo said open cast 
mines, which produce three 
quarters of Kotwezfs copper, 
had been restarted last Thurs- 
day and were producing 13,000 
tons of ore a day compared 
with 10,000 tons a day before 
the rebel invasion. 

Underground mines which 
account for the rest of Kolw- 
ezi’s copper production - - the 
biggest in Zaire -- had &eferi 
pumped dry and would resume 
operations within three weeks, 
the newspaper said in a report 
from Lubumbashi, capital of 
Zaire's mineral-rich southern 
province of Shaba. 

President Mobutu Sese Seko 
yesterday visited the Kolwezi 
mines -- which provide about 
one-third of Zaire's usable fo- 
reign exchange -- and review- 
ed workings at more concent- 
rators, Salongo said. 

The Kolwezi concentrator, 
which reduces ore to copper 
concentrate in the first stage 
of copper processing, was wor- 
king normally with 11,000 
tons of ore and 2,000 tons of 
concentrate passing through it 
a day, .the paper said. 

President Mobutu was quot- 
ed as saying; '"Everything; is 
working normally under the 
direction of the sons of Zaire, 
while the foreign press was 
predicting a delay of at least 
six months at least before tbfa 
machines could be rest a rted." 

Between 600 and 700 foreign 
mining technicians were among 
the 2,000-plus whites evacuat- 
ed by Belgian paratroops from 
Kolwezi after French legion- 
naires drove out the rebels on 
May 19. 

Mining engineers who left 
said it would take six months 
to resume full production. 

The Salongo report did not 
mention cobalt production.
